CROOKED BANKING. 


HOW EXAMINER DREW WAS 
HOODWINKED. 


The Convicted Cashier of the Key- 
stone Telis of the Methods 
That Were Employed 
to Decelve. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 27.—[By the 
Associated Press,| Ex-Assistant Cash- 
ier Charies Lawrence of the Keystone 
Bank, pow serving a seven-year term 
for complicity in wrecking that bank, 
has written a statement of the meth- 
ods used to deceive ex-Bank Examiner 
Drew. The letter, which bears date of 
August 5, and is addressed to Col. 
William Drew, is in the form of a con- 
fession. 

Lawrence says that in the first place 
every means possible was used to swell 
the assets and diminish the liabilities 
ofthe bank, This was done by no 
regular method, but by plans suggested 
by opportunity. Individual ledgers 
were altered at least twice a year— 


about the time Drew was expected. 
Sometimes whole pages were ab- 
stracted. False balances were made 


by altering pencil figures. Large 
balances were decreased and 
over balances wiped out. False 


credits were posted to overdrawn ac- 
counts so that the examiner’s attention 
should not be drawn to the ledger more 
minutely. Some times false checks 
were posted against accounts having 
large balances so as to reduce the lia- 


bilities, This was done tothe extent 
of about $500,000, Money owed the 
cash drawer was replaced sometimes 


by means of a due billtaken from the 
back of the due bill book; sometimes 
by means of a certificate of deposit or 
by the president obtaining a loan. 
Bills were discounted which it was 
thought best not to let the examiner 
see, lest they excite his suspicions. 

Lawrence, after giving the above and 
expressing inability to go into details, 
the above being but a mere outline of 
the methods, states that his share in 
the deception was not done witha 
petty desire to deceive Drew, but to 
carry out the instructions of his supe- 
rior officer. 


More Damage by Frost. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug.. 27.—Specials 
from different points in North Dakota 
indicate that frost last night did some 
damage to crops. At Winnipeg the 
thermometer was below freezing point, 
andthereisno doubt much damage 
resulted from frost.

TWENTY KILLED. 


Terrible Railway Wreck in 
North Carolina, 


A Passenger Train Goes over a Trestle 
into a Creek. 


All Oceupants of the | Sleeping Car 
Instantly Killed, 


A Score of Other Passengers 
Wounded—The Dis r Causef 
by Spreading Rails—List 
of the Dead. 


By Teiegraph to The Times. 

CHARLOTTE (N. C.,) Aug, 27.—[By 
the Associated Press.j One of the 
most disastrous railway wrecks ever 
known in this State, occurred about 2 
o’clock this morning at Boston’s 
bridge, near Statesville, on the West- 
ern North Carolina road. A west 
bound passenger, known as the fas® 
mail, composed of a baggage, mail, 
firstand second-class coaches, Pull- 
man sleeper and Superintendent 
Bridge’s private éar-was loaded with 
passengers, The sleeper usually con- 
tains a good number of passengers 
from northern points, and last night 
was noexception. Just after leaving 
Statesville there is a high stone bridge 
spanning the third creek, and down 
into the creek plunged the entire train, 
adistance of at least sixty-five feet, 
wrecking the whole train and carrying 
death and destruction with it, s 
Twenty passengers were killed out- 

right, nine seriously injured, and 
twenty badly bruised. The night was 
dismal and to add to the horror of the 
situation the water in the creek was 
up. It was only through the most 
heroic efforts of those who had hurried 
to the scene of the wreck that the in- 
jured were not drowned. 

The accident was caused by the 
spreading of the rails. ‘The bridge was 
not injured and trains are running on 
time. Twenty dead bodies are now 
lying in a warehouse at Statesville.

George McCormick and mother.”” The 
third also is that of a lady. It is 
thought all the bodies have not been 
taken out of the débris, which is piled 
so high that it is impossible to makea 
thorough examination. KLyery person 
in the sleeper was killed. 

Early in the morning a hundred will- 
ing people from the surrounding coune- 
try were quickly at the work of rescue, 
The débris of the cars was piled moun- 
tains high it seemed and in the utmost 
confusion. In its fall, the Pullman 
car had leaped over ali others, striking 
the ground with terrific force and being 
crushed like an eggshell. People 
were brought out mangied in all sorts 
of ways, only two or three bodies being 
taken out intact. Engineer West and 
Fireman Pry were cut into small 
pieces.

The Case of Alpheus Bull 
against Mrs. Strong. 


THE OPINION OF JUDGE WADE 


A Decision for the Defendant—Num- 
ber of Interesting Legal 
Points Involved in 
the Suit. 


On Monday last Judge Wade rendered a 
decision for the defendant in the celebrated 
case of Alpheus Bull etal, against Mrs- 
Hattie W. Strong, judgment and findings 
being ordered for the defendant in accord- 
ance with the reasons given in an opinion 
filed therein. ‘lhe case, which was brought 
to deciare a trust deed for a piece of pro- 
perty a mortgage and to foreclose the same, 
was tried sometwo years ago, appealed to 
the Supreme Court and remanded for a new 
trial, which was had before Judge Wade. 
The opinion goes into the question of ‘'es- 
tensible agency” at some length, and in 
view of the various points of general inter- 
est involved, the “law ofthe case,’ as ex- 


pounded by Judge Wade, is givenas fol- 
lows: 


| THE LAW OF THE CASE. 

This case having been once before the 
Supreme Court, under the title of Bull va. 
Coe etal., (77 Cal., 54), it follows, that the 
questions there decided, In so far as they are 
applicable to the case as then and now pre- 
sented, are no longer open questions. That 
is to say, if the matter decided by the Su- 
preme Court at the former hearing were es- 
sential toa determination of the “case as 


then presented, and not expressions of 
opinion which were merely obiter; and 
when the case is again tried the same ques- 
tions arise and have the saine application to 
the issues, they will be subject to the rule 
fixed by the prior decision, irrespective of 
the merits of the question as it might arise 
in another case. (Wickson vs, Devine, 80 
Cal., 385; Sharon vs. Sharon, 79 Cal., 633, 
and cases there cited.) 

But the case as here presented discloses 
such a decided departure from the theory 
upon which it was voriginaliy tried, that but 
asmall portion of the decision in Buil vs. 
Coe (supra), isav llableas a. guide to the 
Court in reaching aconciusion. ‘Then it 
was contended that there was no proper ac- 
knowledgement of the deed sought to be 
foreclosed as a mortgage. Now, this fact 
does not seem. to be relied upon. Then 
there was ap absence of positive testimony 
as to the authority with which the husband 
wasclothed when he received the deed 
from his wife, as tothe amount and pur- 
poses for which the property was to be 
piedged. Now, the evidence is quite posi- 
tive and clear upon that pint. ‘hen, the 
signing and delivery of the defeas- 
ance (presumabiy referred to as the 
instrument in the hands of _par- 
ties of the first part.) was taken for granted 
by both parties. Now, defendants contend 
that said instrument had not been delivered 
at the time of the delivery of the deed, in 
fact, never was delivered atall, and hence 
never in the bands of parties of the first 

art, or either of them, por its contents 

nown by either of them until long after 
the death of the husband, when it was dis- 
closed to the defendant. Then the ques- 
tion of partnership accounts figured in the 
issues raised; now that has all disappeared. 
Then it seems to have been taken as ad- 
mitted that Bull held the title to the Bel- 
mont mine, purchased under the tri- 
partite agreement, in his own name as 
additional security for the loan, while now 
plaintiff contends thatit was not held as 
security at all. Then, defendant failed to 
plead the fact that plaintiff had in his com- 
plaint expressly reieased his claim against 
the estate of Charles L. Strong, the princi- 
pal debtor, and the Court held that this fact 
(while it presented a good defense and ap- 
peared inthe record of the case,) or the 
conclusion of law, or both, should have 
been pleaded by defendant, in order to en- 
able him to take advantage of it. Now, de- 
fendant pleads this as adefense to the 
action. In Bull vs, Coe, the Supreme Court 
decided that a failure to present the ciaim 
to the administrator of the estate of the 
principal debtor until it was barred by the 
lapse of time, did not discharge the surety, 
for the reason that such faiiure merely 
affected the remedy and did not extinguish 
the debt. In Bull vs. Strong no such waiver 
is contended for, and the fact of adminis- 
tration and the bar by lapse of time, only 
appear in the evidence at the instance of 
plaintiff and over aefendant’s objection. 

In so far as questions arise in this case 
which have been determined by the Su- 
preme Court, the decisions of the appellate 
tribunal would be followed irrespective of 
the doctrine of “the law of the case,” for 
the simple reason that itis not one of the 
duties which devolve upon the Superior 
Courts, to revise and correct decisions of 
the Appellate Court. 

The first question upon which there seems 


‘| to be any dispute, and which comes clearly 


before the Court, on the new trial, is that 
of “ostensible agency.”’ 

There is no doubt that the defendant 
signed and acknowledged the deed set out 
in the complaint, nor thatthe land therein 
described was her separate property. It is 
also established beyoud doubt that she 
placed this deed in the hands of Charles L.. 
Strong, her husband, with the intention 
clearly understood by the husband that it 
was to be delivered to Alpheus Bull, uot as 
aon absolute conveyance, but as security for 
the debt of the husband. It matters not 
that defendant «iid not recognize it by the 
name of a mortgage, as such only would it 
take effect. Nor does it matter whether 
the wife said in so many words, “Il consti- 
tute you my agent,” ete. He would by 
reason of the nature of the transaction be- 
come her agent for the delivery of the deed. 
But right here enters a point of divergence 
from the history of the case as it appears in 
Bull vs. Coe, which may require the appli- 
cation ofa different rule of law. The deed 
contains this provision: 

“The land herein conveyed ... {fs 
herein made over to the party of the second 
part in trust, the conditions of which are 
stated in a separate inatrumentin hands of 
the parties of the first part.” ‘his separate 
instrument was not in existence atthe time 
the wife executed the instrument as surety 
for the husband’s debt. Its contents were 
not explained to her; but it has beeu 
decided that such explanation was not 
necessary, asin the absence of evidence 
that the agent received speciiic instructions 
as to what such instrument should contain, 
the principal must be presumed to have 
authorized the agent to prepare the paper 
as he saw fit. On the new trial, ghowever, 
we have positive testimony, uncontradicted 
but rather corroborated by circumstances, 
that the verbal instructions to the agent 
were to make use of the deed, if the exi- 
gencies of the future required it, to raise 
the sum of $3000, and no more, to incrcase 
the bank account for family use. 

lt is a genera! and quite wholesome rule, 
that when a person dealing with an agent, 

with notice of the agency (as wasthe case 
here,) has notice that the agent’s authority 
is limited by a written instrument, he must 
at his perl! iook to that instrument to ascer- 
tain the extent of the agent’s sea gp ng 
the premises. (Stainback vs. Bank of Va. 
11 Gratt, 266; Rossiter vs, Rossiter, 8 Wend., 
494; Quay vs. Presido, etc., Kk. R. Co., 82 
©al., 1.) Nevertheless, if, in this case it 
appeared that the verbal instructions had 
been carried out in tho preparation of the 
defeasance, even after the deed bad been 
resented.to the grantee for approval, 
cannot see that defendant would 
have any cause of complaint. Such, 
however, was not the case, The 
most that can be claimed by plaintiff for 
the defeasauee produced by him In this 
action, is that when the d was presented, 
without making whatever fer 
the instrument defining the,trust. Bull, 
the grantee named therein, proceeded to 
prepare one to suit himself. ‘There was 
absolutely no suggestion of submitting it 
for approval to the grantor, nor any inquiry 
as to the purpose for which it was to be 
used, or the amount to be expressed therein, 
The amount was fixed at $11,000, and it was 
to be held as security for advances made 
and to be made in the purchase and davelop- 
mentof amine. Now Bull, upon reading 
the deed (and he must be conclusively pre- 
sumed to have read it,) (Fryee vs. 
Partridge, 82 268; Crosky vs. 
Chapman, 26 1nd., 338; Corbitt vs, Clemy, 
52 Ala., 450; Pringle va. Munn, 37 
Wis., 499; va. roster, 102 Mass., 875 ) 
saw that another instrument was called tor 


which fully expressed the conditions of the

came the law of this case, that it was not 
. essential to the binding effect of this instru- 


defeasance should havé been explained to 
defendant prior to her acknowledgment, so 
it would seem that she would be entitled to 
the protection of its provisions whether she 
knew them or not, although such provisions, 
merely rested in parol as verbal instructions 
to her ageut, Had Bull maae any inquiry 
for such p per we have arightto presume 
that explanations would have _ followed 
which would have disclosed the specific 
ee under which the agent was act- 
Dg. 

In a recent case decided by the Supreme 

Court of this State, the doctrine of re- 


] strictio. by written authority to the agent 


is 1 id down in harmony with a long line of 

uthorities. A manufacturer wrote to a 
customer in San Francisco that for the next 
year he had fourteen new patterns of fur- 


niture, and that “Our Mr. W-—— will call 
on you early in January and talk to you 
about handling the lina next year.”’ The 


agent called and the customer claimed to 
have bought old patterns of goods which 
were not delivered, It was held that the 
letters only gave authority to sell new pat- 
terns, and the customer could not recover 
of the principal for f:ilure to deliver the 
old patterns contracted for, (McCord & 
Brodfield Furniture Co, vs, Wolipert, et al., 
86 Pac. Rep., 969.) 

But defenda:t on the re-trial of the cause, 
ceases to tacitly acquiesce in the genuine- 
ness of this defeasance, as the separate 
paper containing the conditions of the 
trust which is contemplated by the deed. 
His objections to itare that it, the instra- 
ment offered in evidence, is in the hands of 
the party of the second part, In his own 
handwriting, with no evidence of ever hav- 
ing been in the possession of the parties of 
the first part, or either of them. ‘Taking 
the evidence of Bull alone, bis pussessivn of 
the instrument, and the fact of no such in- 
strument being found in the hands of de- 
fendant or her deceased agent, is very un- 
satisfactorily accounted tor, He says that 
Mr. Strong called at his office at from 9 to 
10 o’clock on the morning of the first day of 
November with the deed, ‘That he undertook 
to draw up « paper expressing the conditions 
of the trust to satisfy Mr. Strong. He first 
drew a skeleton and then went to consult 
his attorney, who had gone tocourt. Ke- 
turning to his office; he found thit he must 
draw it himself, and required time to think. 
He finished it before Strong returned for it 
in the afternoon, baving in the meantime 
drawn up another paper, whereby it was 
agreed between himself, Earl and Strong 
that inthe event of a sale of the mine or 
any interest therein, it should be on joint 
account, and after deducting any advances 
made by him, he should account to the 
others torthe bilance. Now, unless Mr. 
Bull drew two copies of this defeasance, 
none was ever delivered to Strong. If two 
copies were drawn it must have carried the 
conclusion of the matter into the afternoon. 
What does he say as to the two copies and 
the delivery to Strong? First, in answer to 
the leading question whether the defeas- 
ance was delivered the same day that the 
deed was delivered, he replies, briefly, 
“Yes, sir; the same day.” ‘The inquiry is 
pushed no further in chief, but ou cross- 
examination besays: (1) That the defeas- 
ance delivered by him is at Los Angeles in 
the court, (2) That there may be a dupli- 
cate. (3) Which must have been made at 
the same time. (4) Cannet_ recollect 
whether there was a duplicate or not. (5) 
It must be intended that he beld one and 
Strung the other. (6) Doesn’t know who 
held it as a matter of fact. (7) Had a copy 
himself, which is in the court at Los An- 
geles. (8) D n’t know where the copy is 
which Mr. Strong had. (9) “Gave Mr. 
Strong a@ duplicate, which he never saw 
afterward. (10) As to whether Strong 
ever had the defeasance, his memory fails. 
(11) Feels that there was a duplicate, but 
cannot say there was. (12) Is sure he 
wrote one defeasance, and if there was a 
copy he gave it to Strong. 

hen we consider the fact that here was 
a transaction between two men, so vitally 
important, it seems unaccountable that one 
of the actors can only testify as tohis im- 
ressions and inferences in regard to it. 
is testimony boiled down, is simply that 
if he drew two copiesof the defeasance, he 
must bave delivered one to Strong. He is 
certain he drew one, of which he retained 
possession, What are the probabilities by 
which bis vague inferences are supported? 
From the evidence of other witnesses it 
appears thatit would have been impossi- 
bie for him to have delivered this one to 
Strong in the afternoon, for the reason that 
Strong could not have been there later than 
llo’clock in the forenoon. ‘The probabili- 
ties are that he could not have drawn up the 
skeleton, carried itto his attorney’s oflice 
after the latter had gone tocourt, returned 
to his own office, drawn up the other paper 
referred to and upon which ali agree, and 
prepared the defeasance Mm duplicate after 
the “thinking,” which he “— was requis- 
ite, by 11 or 12 o’clock. @ never saw 
Strong alive after that interview, and there 
1s not the slightest pretense of a showing 
thathe ever forwarded the paper to him 
during his lifetime.s 

The affirmative of this essential fact is 
not suppurted by evidence of suflicient 
strength to sustain it, if uncontr. dicted. It 
is contradicted by circumstances which 
negative its probability so strongly that it 
isiound that the defeasance in question 
was never delivered to defendant or her 
agent, and that neither of them ever agreed 
to its conditions, either expressiy or by im- 
plication. 

‘This conclusion is not in the least affected 
by the evidence of defendant’s apparent 
acquiesence inthe views held by Messrs. 
Buil & Earl in respect to the liability in- 
curred by the execution of tne trust deed. 
Under all the circumstances, the defendant 
would have been a woman of phenomenal 
nerve and acumen had she acted otherwide 
than she did, when first encountering the 
shock of her bhusband’s death. She was 
coufronted by the statement that her prop- 
erty was encuwbered for an amount far in 
excess of that authorized by her. To have re- 
pametes the transaction, as related to 

er by friends in whum she trusted, would 
have placed her in the position of castinga: 
aspersionp upon the character of the father 
of her children. With the hope beld out of 
meeting the obligation by a sale of the 
mine, what inducement could . there have 
been fora seneitive women to take such a 
step? It would have required extraordinary 
foresig bt to bave fathomed the mysteries of 
this business, with its intricate questions of 
law, as wellas its bewildering and undis- 
closed facts, which have required all this 
litigation to unravel and bring to light, and 
there is 10 evidence that the defendant was 
phenomenally endowed. She merely acted 
a8 most women, and indeed most men 
would have done uuder like circumstances, 
seeking the easiest way out of her diflicul- 
ties, and endeaving to save as much as pos- 
sible out of an estate that seemed hopelessly 
involved. 

‘This is sufficient to prevent plaintiff from 
recovering in this action, but there are other 
issues raised by the pleadings in reference 
tu which findings should be indicated. As 
to whether the interest of Strong in the Bel- 
mount mine was held as security for Stronyg’s 
debt, the testimony of witnesses is that Bull 
refused to accept itas such. ‘The most that 
can be made of this is that he refused to 
accept itas full and sufficient security. In 
spite of his refusal, he «id accept the title 
and so held, and disposed of it, 

‘The evidence is conclusive that plaintiff 
expressly waived his claim against the 
estate of the principal debtor, and thereby, 
at least to the extent of the value of the de- 
cedent’s interest in the mibe, released the 
surety. lt will notdofor plaintiff to say 


‘| that his claim against the estate was of nw 


value after its prosecution was barred by 
the statute. Not only the law of the case, 
but the doctrine laid down by the Court in 
other cases is, that merely to allow the 
claim against the estate of the principal 
debtor to become barred by lapse of time, 
does not prevent a recovery from the surety 
because the debt is not thereby extinguished. 
But when plaintiff expressiy releases the 
priucipal, the debt is extinguished, and it 
inatters not that there was no remedy for 
its recovery. It is too illogical to say that 
the continued subsistance of a debt, which 
the personal representatives of the debtor 
are not only not obliged to pay, but are not 
permitted to pay, is sufficient to prevent the 
surety from being discharged, and then say 
that this remediless right is so utterly 
worthless thatthe release of the debtor 
could work no injury to the surety, and, 
therefor, couid not discharge her. 
The extent ofthe injury, of course, de- 
pends to some extent upon the value of the 
security released, although | can’ conceive 
of no different rule by which the effect of 
the release of thie estate could be estimated 
than that which would appiy.te apy other 
principal debtor. But in addition to the

there was a release of security, to wit, the 
interest of Strong in the minimg property

Supreme Court Decision Re-- 
ceived for Filing. 


A HEAVY DAMAGE SUIT ON TRIAL 


Girard, the Alleged Stage Robber 
Discharged — The Monroy 
Balley Case-General 

Court Notes. | 


Deputy Clerk Ashmore of the Supreme 
Court received a decision from headquarters 
yesterday for filing in this city, affirming 
the order of the lower court in the case of 
H. G. Dow (respondent) against A. L. Ross 
(appellant). 

The judgment in the case was that the 
plaintiff take nothing, and that defendant 
recover his cost, “adjusted at the sum of 
$50.50,” the findings on which it was based 


» being filed October 5, 1889. Six days later 


one of the attorneys for defendant prepared, 
verified, served and filed a memorandum of 
defendant’s costs, and the amount thereof 
was afterward inserted by the clerk ina 
blank left in the judgment for the purpose. 
In dae time thereafter plaintiff moved the 
Court to strike out the costs from the judg- 


ment, on the ground that the memorandum 


was not served and filed in time, hence the 
insertion thereof was inadvertently and ille- 
gally made, which motion was granted by 
the Court, and from that order defendant 
appealed. 

lt waa claimed by appellaat that his 
memorandum was filed in time, because, 
first, he had received no written notice of 
the decision of the Court, hence the five 
days’ limitation (provided forin sec. 1033 
C.0.P.) had pot commenced to run; and 


second, his delay was excusable under the 


circumstances shown, but the Supreme 
Court being of the opinion that the showing 
made was altogether insufficient to auther- 
ize the relief asked for, the order was 
aflirmed. 


SUIT FOR DAMAGES.

AN OLD TRICK. 


A BOLD ATTEMPT TO STEAL A 
CHINESE WOMAN. 


Failure of the Scheme T ugh the 
Honesty of a Constable and 
Prompt Action of the 
Local Officers. 


One of the boldest attempts on record to 
kidnap a Chinese woman was made yester- 
day in this city, and but for the prompt 
action of the authorities it would undoubt- 
edly have been successful. 

Yesterday morning Constable John P. 
Brissel of Sacramento arrived from the 
North, accompanied by a strange China- 
man. ‘The officer promptly reported at 
police headquarters, where he stated that 
he had a warrant for the arrest of a Chinese 
woman named Soon Lee, on a charge of 
grand larceny. ‘The complaining witness 
was a Chinaman at Sacramento named Ah 
Lung, and it bad been represented to the 
authorities at Sacramento that it was a 
straight case. Mr, Brissel said that he did 
not want to lend himself to any underband 
practice, and when tbe status of affairs in 
Chinatown in this city was laid before him, 
said if be found it was a job he would have 
nothing to do with it, 

Chief Glass then detailed Detective Auble 
to assist Brissel, and taking the Sacramento 
Chinaman with them toidentify the woman, 
they proceeded to Chinatown. ‘hey en- 
tered one of the houses, when the strange 
heathen promptly pointed out the best-look- 
ing inmate, a woman known as Toy Soon, 
as the guilty party. Assoon as this was 
done, the local officers were thoroughly 
convinced that it was simply a blind to get 
possession of the woman, who was known 
to be the wife of Woag Chien, she having 
been legally married to him at Fresno, for 
which she had a certificate. : 

‘The arrest was made about noon, and it 
was theintention of the officer to leave 
with his prisoner on the 1:35 train, buton the 
representations of the local officers he took 
the woman tothe city prison until the mat- 
ter could be investigated. 

By this time the news of the arrest had 
spread throughout Chinatown. ‘I'he heath- 
en werein a state of high excitement, and 
inashorttime alarge delegation, headed 
by Wong Chee and the busband of the 
woman, put in an appearance at the police 
station. 

In the meantime the District Attorney’s 
office had been communtcated with, and on 
the representations of Police Officer Bevan 
and others, a writ of habeas curpus was at 
once applied for, and District Attorney 
Ryan of Sacramento notified by wire of the 
factsin the case, ‘The woman was then 
taken before Judge McKinley, but as he 
was engaged in the Wong Ark case, the 
hearing was continued until ‘Tuesday next, 
the prisoner being released on cash 
bail, which was promptly deposited. 

Last evening Constable Brissel received a 
telegram from Sacramento, telling him to 
keep the woman here until. the case could 
be thoroughly investigated. 

From the fact that the woman is the wife 
of a member of the company which is 
opposed to Wong Ark, the officers are of 
opinion that the attempt to get possession 
of the woman was for the purpose of intimi- 
dating the Chinese to prevent them from 
giving evidence in the murder trial. At 
any rate, it is the general opinion that bad 
the woman been got out of the city she 
would never have reached Sacramento, as 
she would have been intercepted at some 
point on the road and got out of the hands 
of the officers on some trick, as has been 
done .in other cases..

Dan Freeman’s Observations 
in Germany. ‘3 


IT IS AN IMMENSE INDUSTRY 


Failure of the Grain Crops of Ger- 
many and Austria—The Chicago 
Orange Carnival—Interest 
in California. 


Hon. Dan Freeman of Inglewood, who 
has just returned from a three months’ 
visit to Germany, where he went to make a 
thorough examination of the beet-sugar 
industry, was seon by a TIMES man yester- 
day afternoon. 

Mr, Freeman owns a large ranch near 
Inglewood, and if the sugar beet will thrive 
on his land he proposes to establish an im- 
mense factory and go into the business on a 
big scale. 

“I spent some time,” said Mr. Freeman, 
“among the factories and looking over the 
beet farms, and found that the beet will 
grow ib all kinds of soil if the climate is all 
right. It does not take a peculiar kind of 
soil, as has generally been the impression 
of farmers here. Any soil that will grow 
grain will produce sugir beets, and I am 
satisfied that they will thrive almost any- 
where in Southern Calitornia, It is an im- 
mense industry in Germany and can be 
wade the leading business of this section if 
our farmers*will grow beets and capitalists 

will erect factories,” 

In regard to thecrops in Germany and 

Austria, Mr. Freeman says there wil! uot be 

grain enough raised this year to feed the 

field mice. 

“The prospectin the early spring was 

never better. ‘The grain came up in good 

Shape and made stalk rapidly, but there 

suddenly came up a severe storia before the 

stand was strong enough to stand the wind 

storm that lasted several days and spread 

over the whole that every stalk 

was thrown down an 6 crop was totally 

destroyed. This is one reason why the 

price of wheat bas gone up so suddenly in 

the East, but it will go much higher before 

the first of the year, and as the crops re 

much better all over the United States than 

they have been for years past,” Mr. Freeman 

ong more prosperous times than have’ 
en had for years.

Mr. Freeman was in Chicagoa few days 
before the late orange carnival closed, and 
saw Hanchette the very day he disappeared 
and talked with him as to the advisability 
of continuing the show. Hanchette was of 
the opinion that Mr. Freeman’s suggestion 
was good, but stated that Mr. Wells and the 
other managers would not listen to such a 
thing, and the show was closed at a time 
when the people were beginning to rush in 
from all over the cuunty. 

' “The fair,” said Mr. Freeman, “was of 
but little benefit to Southern California for 
the reason that it did not last long enough. 
For %50 the exhibits could have been 
redressed and wou'd have looked as attrac- 
tive as when the fruit was first put in place. 
I was told that their main reason for closing 
down wheu they did was because they feared 
they would not be able to sell the fruit, but 
they could have made much more money by 
keeping open, as the people were just 
beginning totake a deep interest in the 
display and the hall would have been 
crowded for days. 

“Something has aroused the people of the 
East, however, as to the advantages of 
Southern California, and there is a bigger 
travel out this way at this season of the 
year than ever before. The train I came 
out on was crowded with eastern people 
who were on their way out here to make 
homes for t elves. They stopped off 
at the small téwns and started out at once 
to look for small farms. ‘hey are a mighty 
good class of’people, and will be of great 
benefit to this State. 

“We of Los Angeles have an idea that 
real estate is very high out here, but our 
prices are way down as compared even 
with lots in the outskirts of Chicago. It is 
not uncommon to find lots valued at from 
$500U to $7000 per front foot, and this coun- 
try has a brighter future than Chicugo and 
its surroundings ever dreamed of having. 
People who own real estate in l.os Angeles 
canuot realize what isin store for them if 
they can hold on for a few years.”

GEN. MILES AND COAST DEFENSES. 


The annual report of Maj.-Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles, lately commanding the 
Division of the Pacific, to the Adjutant 
General of the army, has just been 
issued in pamphlet form. Itis notable 
for its brevity, taking up only sixteen 
pages of wide-spaced type aitogether, 
but it is what may be termed a **meaty”’ 
document. 

Gen. Miles reports the Pacific Divi- 
sion in a very creditabie condition; 
that there has never been atime when 
those in the military service were more 
attentive toduty, But be repeats sev- 
eral former recommendations for im- 
provement by making the conditions 
imposed on privates less onerous and 
holding out to them and to officers of 
the lower grades some prospect of pro- 
motion as a reward for long and ardu- 
ous services. 

The most important part of Gen, 
Miles’s report is on the subject of 
coast defenses. Abstracts of this were 
published in the telegraphic columns 
when the report was first forwarded to 
Washington, but we deem it of suffi- 
cient importance to give it in its en- 
tirety. Gen. Miles says: 


The subject of cusstdefenses is, in my 
opinion, the most important military gues- 
tion now before the peopie of this country, 
and there appears to be iess information ou 
this subject, and less interest taken in it, 
than in any other national question. It is 
true we sometimes hear the questivn asked: 
Why does not the Government provide ‘de- 
fenses for the coast, and give protection to 
the great centers of wealth and commerce? 
W hen, in fact, the executive and legislative 
vranches of the Government are alike pow; 
erless to t. ke such action unless prompted 
and sust ined by an intelligent public senti- 
inent, When the people, however intelli- 
cent, are keptin profound ignorance of the 
real condition of affairs, orare living under 
an illusiea concerning it, apathy, inaction 
and national danger wust necessarily be the 
result. Hence, 1 believe that the truth con- 
cerning our sea coasts should be stated in 


plain language in order that the 
people, who -control pu lic = affairs, 
may not be deceived as to the 
unfortunate condition in which we 


lund ourselves, More than thirty years ago 
iue people, through the F ederal authorities, 
established suitable fortifications and de- 
fenses for our principal harbors and ports 
vftentry. The weaponsof warthenin use 
.ré DOW obso'ete and are fast becoming rel- 
ics of antiquity. Short range, muzzie-load- 
ing cannon, mounted on rotten carriages, 
would be practically useless against the 
powerful engines of war now in use by ail 
civilized nations except our own. Our pres- 
ent condition is easily accounted for; the 
iosses, devastation and suffering sustained 
vy the Nation twenty-five years ago in its 
struggle for existence, bave given our peo- 
ple a.distate for the subject of war, and our 
successes il previous foreign wars have 
given us an unwarranted feeling of secur- 
ity, and indifference to the improvements 
in warfare of otber uations and a lack of 
interest as to what our real condition may 
be. Our past history, vast population and 
unparaileied and rapid accumulation of 
wealth, may well fostera fesling of pride 
and independence, but constitute no insur- 
mountable barrier upon which to rely in 
time of actual war. . 

‘Lhe rapidly 1ucreasing wealth in the great 
cities of the Atlantic, Pacific and Guif 
coasts aud along the great lakes, only serves 
to court hostilities on the partot foreign 

owers. ‘Ihe belief that al! international 
fGestions can be settled by arbitration is 
xood in theory, but dangerous to rely upon; 
such has notbeen the history of the past, 
nor will it be of the future, 

There seems also to be a mistaken belief 
that in case of threatened hostiliiies, ample 
time will always be given to prepare for 
war. History shows us the reverse, In a 
great majority of cuses, hostilities have 
commenced without any formal declaration 
of war; only in exceptional cases, not ex- 
ceeding 10 per cent. of the entire number, 
in modern times, has a deciaration of war 
preceded hostilities, Nations are as prone 
as individuals to take advantage of each 
other in controversies. At the rate of prog- 
gress we are how making, it would require 
from fifteen to twenty years to put our 
coasts in a proper condition for defense. In 
the mean time much of the wealth of the 
eodhiry is in jeopardy and at the merey of 
any fourth-rate or fifth-rate navel power on 
the globe. Itisa fact easily veritied, by 
any intelligent. citizen who will maturely 
cunsider the subject, that ali the great com- 
merciul cities of our coasts could be de- 
stroyed in a few days by any nation having 
a modern navy. . 

It is a mistaken idea to suppose that only 
arsenals, depots of construction, means of 
communication are subjects of destruction. 
Anything th .t can be uf use, service or ben- 
efit to an enemy, is contraband of war and 
subject to confiscation or destruction. It is 
but a few years since we have seen even in 
our oWn country, towns and cities reduced 
to ashes by arinies contending against each 
other. ‘The eflect of a biockade of our 
coasts, with the destruction of property or 
the placing of it under tribute, can be im- 
agiued from the history of the blockade of 
the South Atlantic and gulf coasts during 
the iaie war, 

The power of land batteries to contend 
against fivets was illustrated at Fort Sumter, 
Alexandria, Sevastopol and Gibraltar. The 
recent practice maneuvers of the English 
uavy demonstrated the fact that their pow- 
erful Davy could not defend even the lim- 
ited coast of that island, and it is useless to 
suppose that any navy that we will con- 
struct, can defend our extensive sea coast. 
The navy bas its most important duties in 
the open sea, and ships may be used. as an 
iuxiliary force in defending a port and 
should have safe harbors for refuge, con- 
struction, supplies and repair. ‘These 

be ted by laud patceriés, | 
The effect of land batteries and their lim- 
ited cost, as com with those on board 


guns, mounted on rock or concrete and used 
with an accurite knowledge of every yard 
of a carefully surveyed and charted 
harbor, are twenty times as effective when so 

laced and fised on land, then land batter- 
es are far more economical! than ships as a 
means of defense, considering the addi- 
tional cost of armored ships, with all their

The priceless boon of peace to a nation 
should not be jeopardized to that. extent 
that national hovor, character and pros- 
perity might be sacrificed to preserve it. Lt 
appears to me thatit would be wise, judi- 
cious and patriotic not to remain in a con- 
dition tocourt and encuourage hostilities, 
but to piace ourselves in a conditioa to 
avoid and prevent war. Either we must 
continug in a condition of insecurity and a 
temptation to the avarice and ambition of 
other nations, or place ourselyes, without 
delay, in asafe condition of security and 
stability commensurate with our population 
and wealth. To this end 1 make the follow- 
ing recommendation, that the sites required 
for coast defenses, and not aiready in pos- 
session of the Government, be secured 
without delay; second, thata gun foundry 
be established on the Pacific Coast, for the 
fabrication and assembiing of heavy 
ordnance required forthe army and navy 
serving on tue Coast and waters of the Pa- 
cific. Third, that one-fourth of the appro- 
priation required to place the Coast in 
proper condition of security be made every 
year for the next four years.

THE FIGHTING IN CHILE, 


Important news comes from the seat 
of war in Chile, where the contending 
armiesof the goverument and of the 
insurgents are stubbornly fighting for 
the possession of Valparaiso and for 
mastery in the republic. The latest 
indications strongly. point to a decisive 
victory won by President Balmaceda, 
and there is even a report of the capit-. 
ulation of the insurgent army under 
Gen. Canto, or a portion of it; but as to 
this latter report, Congressionalist 
sympathizers in Los Estados Unidos 
are disposed to exclaim, “What kind 
of a song and dance are you givin’ us?” 
It appears, however, from the lat- 
est reports that the fighting ad- 
vantage clearly rests with the Presi- 
dent. otherwise “*the dictator,” as his 
enemies are pleased to call him; and 
the probabilities incline usto the be- 
lief that the cause of the revolution- 
ists is lost. Certain it is, that cause 
cannot long live under a disastrous de- 
featin front of the capital. If re- 
pulsed, as reported, and the insurgent 
army is uvable to withdraw under 
cover of the navy, it will rapidly'go to 
pieces under the pounding of Balma- 
ceda’s battalions, and the war will be 
over.

STEWART IS SUED. 


THE FAMOUS EMMA MINE DEAL 
RECALLED. 


The Senator Accused of Cinching 
One of His Clients In Mining 
Matters—He Says It 
is Blackmail, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Aug. 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press,| James kK. Lyon has 
brought suit against Senator William 
M. Stewart of Nevada for $1,000,000 
damages. The suit grows out of com- 
plications over mining deals, among 
the properties concerned being the 
Emma mine of Utah. Lyon asserts 
that Stewart, while acting as his attor- 
ney, conspired with &. W. Park and 
others to deprive him of his mining 
rights. Stewart, he alleges, made 
statements to him regarding his prop- 
erty which led him to dispose of his 
holdings for $200,000, while Stewart 
realized $2,000,000 by the deal. The 
bill goes into the details of the matters 
at great length. 

Senator Stewart denies all the al- 
legations of fraud aud conspiracy, and 
charges Lyon with blackmail. He 
says that Lyon lost all his money in 
speculating and then came to him 
(Stewart) and threatened the Senator. 
Stewart regarded this as biackmail, 
and said so. At the same time he 
asked Lyon how much he wanted. 
Lyon took $50,000 and signed a release 
of all claim against Stewart or Park. 

Judge Patterson in the Supreme 
Court today heard argument on a 
motion of Lyon to strike out certain 
alleged irrelevant allegations in Stew- 


art’s answer, particularly that of 
blackmail, The court reserved its 
decision.

LONDON, Aug. 27.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.)

‘Boston some time ago on a transatlan- 
tic race with the dory Sea Serpent.

Capt. Andrews became exhausted in 
mid ocean, and when opportunity 
offered abandoned the race. - 

Andrews says that he had 
weather until thirty-five days out from 
‘Boston, when a terrible storm came 
up. On August 16 a high wave filled 
the Mermaid with seven inches of 
water. The next day a tremendous 
wave capsized the boat and Andrews 
thought he was lost. He was in the 
cabin but managed to open the hatch 
and climb up on the keel. He righted 
the boat and prayed to God for the 
sake of bis family to give him another 
chance and he would stop this bus- 
iness. He then closed _him- 
self in the cabin again and 
passed two days and nights in the same 
way. The wind all this time continued 
blowing with such force that when he 
opened the hatch the little wind he re- 
spired caused a sound like a big whis-, 
tle. His lamp oil was exhausted; and 
being too fatigued to keep watch he’ 
lay on the bottom cf the boat for four 
dee until picked up by the steamer 
Elbruz. Andrews declares that he 
will never attempt the voyage again.

ONE YEAR'S WORK. 


The Annual School Report 


Summarized. 


SHORB STILL IN THE FIGHT 


Resignation of Two Popular Military 
Officers Forwarded to Head- 
quarters—Personal 
Notes, 


The annual report of the public 
schools of Pasadena for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1891, came from the pub- 


\isher’s press yesterday. 


Superintendent Monrose in his re- 
port refers to the substantial growth 
that has characterized the year’s work. 
Mention is made of the various 
branches taught, together witha de- 
scription of the systems employed. 
Hon. Delos Arnold’s generous gift of a 
collection of 200 Pacific Coast marine 
shells, is referredjto. This, it is stated, 
willform the nucleus of a scientific 
muséum for the High school. 

The report of Secretary J. W. Wood 
of the board of trustees folluws that 
of the superintendent. One thousand 
four hundred and twelve children, be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 17 were regis- 
tered by the census marsbal this year, 
a small increase over last year. 

Touching on the matter on salaries, 
the report says: ‘The salaries paid to 
the teachers have been reasonably lib- 
eral, but not unnecessarily high, and 
not more than paid good teachers else- 
where. It has beenclaimed by some 
who are not sufficiently familiar with 
the subject that teachers as good 
could be had for less money. The 
trustees buve considered this matter 
and fail to see that excessive salaries 
are paid; Los Angeles, Oakland. San 
José, San Francisco and other cities, 
whose school systems are on a footing 
with ours, pay generally higher sala- 
ries. Furthermore, while our teachers 
are paid but nine months of the year, 
San Francisco, for instance, pays its 
teachers for the entire twelve months, 
with a ten months’ session. Thus 
teachers here receiving $720 per annum 
wouldin San Francisco receive $960 
perannum. It would certainly bea 
grave mistake to sacrifice the efficiency 
of our schools by such false economy.”’ 

The special tax question which is 
again coming prominently before the 
public in view of the approaching elec- 
tion is thus presented: ‘Last June 
(1890) a special tax of $6000 was voted 
upon for the purpose of purchasing the 
Jackson school at Linda Vista, and 
also to assist in the running expenses 
of the schools. It would seem that 
voters misunderstood the question, as 
it did not carry. Owing to the exer- 
cise of strict economy and the assist- 
ance of a contingent fund that was 
set aside for us, we were enabled to 
get through safely. This fund has 
now been exhausted, however, and 
our balance much less than at 
the same period last year, consequently 
it will be absolutely necessary to vote 
a tax this year to enabie the schools to 
continue for the usual nine wonths’ 
term. It has been customary here and 
elsewhere for districts to thus vote a 
special fund as required to meet defi- 
ciencies. The last tax thas voted in 
this district was in 1888, when $10,000 
was voted. The reason ior this neces- 
sity is due to the insufficieat apportion- 
ment bythe Siate. The State basis of 
apportionment is seventy pupils co one 
teacher—a number far in excess of the 
capacity of the teacher who can do jus- 
tice to himself or pupils—the average 
is less than fiftty—hence it foliows that 
the amount per teacher paid from the 
State fund, $500, is quite inadequate. 
To make up this deficiency, county 
and special taxation is required.”’ 

The recapitulation of the financial 
statement shows the following figures: 

Insurance, $644.42; repairs, $679.03; 
labor, $281.13; fuel and water, $3854.12; 
rent, $20; teachers’ salaries, $26,537.49; 
janitors’ wages, $2339.50; printing and 
stationery, $200.10; school supplies, 
8691.73; Lutal, $32.247.52. 

The resources were as follows: 

State fund, $22,461.58; county fund, 
£8208.83; special fund, $2178.98; library 
fund, $191.70; total, $53,041.09, leaving 
a balance of $793.57 on hand July 1, 
1891.

When Ontario was founded the 
sixteen shares of water stock, repre- 
senting as many inches of water, ap- 
pertaining to the 160 acres set apart for 
a town site, were placed in the hands 
of Hon. R. M. Widney of Los Angeles 
to be held in indefinite trust by him. 
The town has offtgrown its original 
pipe system,and the natives clamor 
for more water and a better distribu- 
tion of it. A committee appointed 
at a meeting of the citizens re- 
cently interviewed Judge Widneyv as 
to the most feasibie plan for making 
the needed improvements, and were 
rinformed by him that incorporation 
of the half-mile square, comprising the 
original town site, furnished the only 
practicable solution of the problem.

Others aim to include the 
half-mile square of villalots with the 
town plat, and others the joining of 
the South Side tract with the old 
town. Legal advice will be had this 
week and a canvass made of the situa- 
tion at an early date.

|SAW THE SHOT FIRED. 


Sensational Developments in 
the Ark Trial, 


EYE-WITNESSES OF THE MURDER 


Two Chin en Swear That They 
Saw Wong Ark when He Killed 
the Woman — The 
Dafense. 


The second trial of the Wong Ark mur 
der case was resumed before Judge McKin- 
ley and a jury in Department Six yesterday 
morning, in the presence of a large crowd 
of interested spectators, of whom a large 
percentage were Chinamen, The day’s pro- 
ceedings were marked by some very sensa- 
tional developments, a mine being #prung 
by the prosecution which caused the com- 
plete downfall of the works built up by the 
defense upon the former trial, and the con- 
sequent discomfiture of the defendant and 
his counsel, 

The first witness called yesterday was 
Joseph Sanger, a gunsmith in the employ of 
the ‘Tufts-Lyon Arms Company, who testl- 
fied that he had had fourteen years’ expe- 
rience in his business, Lie was shown the 
acfendant’s pistol and stated that it was an 
American bulldog of 38-calibre, Two sizes 


of bullets could be and were used in cart- 
ridges of this size, one weighing 145 grains 
andthe other 150 grains. He was then 
shown the bullet extracted from Goot Gue’s 
body and told that it weighed 127 grains 
only; but he atonce accounted for the dis- 
crepancy by stating that a bullet would lose 
weightin coming in contact with a hard 
substance, 
Capt. W. C. Roberts of the police force 
was also examined as an expert on firearms, 
and stated that on April 27 Officer Bevan 
asked him to examine the pistol be found 
in Ark’s room, which he did. It had re- 
cently been discharged, the smell of burnt 
powder being readily distinguishable. 
Wong Wang wasthen called, and as a 
tall and intelligent looking Mongolian took 
the stand, the defendant and his counsel 
evinced an unusual amount of interest in 
him, he being an entirely new witness, 
They were not long kept in suspense as to 
whathe knewof the case, however, and 
when they heard his statement there was 
visible consternation in the defenudant’s 


cauip. 

He testified to the effect that he was a 
laborer, and worked with ten other China- 
men for aman named b.ldwin at Fruitiand, 
butcame to town every Saturday night and 
remained until the following Monday 
morning. On the Sunday night upon which 
the shooting occurred he was visiting his 
friends in various parts of Chinatown, and 
about 10:30 left Wong Kee’s store on March- 
essault street and strolled down Juan 
street to Apablasa street. When almost 
opposite to Lew Tuck’s place, on the other 
side of the street, he saw Wong Ark, the 
defendant, coming up trom Alameda street. 
Ark was cursing aloud in Chinese, and seo- 
ing Goot Gue on the sidewalk in front of 
Lew Tuck’s place he grabbed her dress at 
her breast with his left hand and shot her 
with a pistol! which he drew from his 
clothing with his right hand. 

The witness, inahighly dramatic man- 
ner, practically illustrated his statement by 
grabbing Chan, the official interpreter. 

lie then stated and clearly demonstrated 
his meaning, that the wounded woman fell 
slowly in a sitting posture, and shouted in 
Chinese: “Kum Dock shoot me, come and 
save life.” The defendant immediately 
after the shooting, turned on his heel and 
walked rapidly in the direction of Chung 
Lee’s store up the street. Shortly afterwaid 
a police whistle was blown and a few 
Chinamen and Officer Rohn ran up. The 
policeman, who was followed closely by a 
man on horseback, knelt down by Goot 
Gue and asked her in English, *“‘Who 
shootee you?” to which she responded. 
“Kum Dock shootee ine,” and repeated the 
reply in Chinese. The horseman then 
jumped off. his horse, leaving the animal 
ubnhitehed, and assisted Rohn to carry the 
wounded woman into the house, when they 
shutthedoor. Atthetimeof the shooting 
there were three otber Chinamen on the 
street, one of whom was ciose to tho scene 
of the shooting. At 9 o’clock next morning 
the witness left town and returned to the 
ranch as usual. 

‘The witness was very closely questioned 
on cross-examination, but during the whole 
of the two bours thus consumed he was not 
shaken in any particular, It was ascer- 
tained by the defense, however, that it was 
notuntil Monday last that the District 
Attorney obtaine@y the witness, who was 
accosted by Deputy Sheriff Hammel and 
escorted to the prosecuting attorney’s office, 
where he was interviewed through the 
medium of a white interpreter. 

At the close of the witness’s testimony a 
recess was ordered until 1 o’clock p.m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

On reconyening for the afternoon session 
afurther surprise was furnished by the 
presecution, by the calling of Ah Lung, 
another eye-witness, to the stand. He 
fully corroborated ong Wang in every 
particular, adding that Ark passed him 
after th@ shooting almost opposite Chung 
Lee’s store. 

On cross-examination the witness was 
asked whether or not a spectator in the 
courtroom was the man whom he had seen 
on horseback, whereupon he became very 
much excited and declared in Chinese that 
if they were going to play any tricks with 
him be would not talk apy more.

‘he witness was closely examined as to 
his movements on the night of the shooting, 
but was not shaken as to any of the details 
of his story of the shooting. 

Officer Rohn was recalied and examined 
as to the powder marks on Goot Gue’s arm 
only, and at the close of his testimony the 
prosecution rested its case. 

THE DEFENSE. 

At 4:10 o’clock Jesse Hardesty, Esq., 
counse] for the defendant, arose and ad- 
dressed the jury as foliows: 

Gentlemen of the Jury: In this case the 
defendant will undertake to prove the fol- 
lowing facts; Some menths ago twe police- 
men of this city, Officers Dunn and Jobn- 
son broke into the houses of several 
respectable and law-abiding residents of

The policemen were convicted by 
Justice Gray, but appealed to this court, 
Department Six. ® shall further show 
‘that about that time the defendant, Wong 
Ark, in connection with others, was run- 
ning fourteen or fifteen games of fan-tan, 
and that hé paid Officer Bevan from $3 to
